The breech mechanism of the Ross rifle was the invention of Sir 


Charles Ross. The bolt had a straight pull, or single motion, as com- 
pared with the half turn and pull, or double motion, of other military 
rifles. This was supposed to be an advantage in quick firing. 

The Liberal Government of Canada, Sir Frederick Borden being 
Minister of Militia, entered upon the manufacture of military rifles 
for the Canadian militia by contract with Sir Charles Ross, and 
adopted the Ross patent as the Canadian model, The Ross Company 
manufactured sporting as well as military rifles, and from time to 


time developed their rifle for sporting and target purposes, with the 
result that at the outbreak of the war the latest make of Ross rifle

The battle of Langemark in April, 1915, was the first real war 
test to which the Ross rifle had been submitted. Notoriously it failed 
under the test. How many of the Canadian casnalties were due to the 
failure of the Ross rifle ean never be known, but they were certainls 
very numerous. Not only were the but the danger of 
actual defeat was even greater. Not to flinch at the surprise of the 
German gas was heroism, but it was greater heroism for our men not 
to flinch at the shock of the failure of the weapon placed in their 
hands, upon whose efficiency their lives and the holding of their posi 
tion depended.

Which being inter 
preted means that 3,000 Canadians had been so convinced by eruel 
experiences of the inefficiency of the Ross rifle that they had thrown 
away their Ross ritles whenever they could pick up a Lee-Enfield. 
The obvious inference is that the only reason all the Canadians had 
not armed themselves with Lee-Enfields was because they could not 
get them. General French gave as the reason for his rejection of the 
Ross that it could not be relied upon to work efficiently under rapid

available, 
There is nothing to show that any correspondence took place be- 


tween June 19th, 1915, the date of Gen. French’s report to the War 
Office, and March 30th, 1916. That there should have been no such 
correspondence is unthinkable. The Canadian Government knew 


that the First division had been re-armed as a result of the experien- 
ees at the battle of Langemark and subsequent engagements. They 
were arming and placing in the field two more divisions. Either they 
corresponded with Gen, French on the subject of the Ross rifle, or 
they did not, If they did, the correspondence has heen suppressed 


an absolutely damning action; or they ignored the fact that the Ross 


rifle had been discarded by General French for stated and definite 
cause—a still more damning action, 

Nine months after Gen, French had discarded the Ross rifle , these 
rifles were still being delivered and accepted by the Canadian Go 
vernment, and the Government was seriously considering letting a 
further contraet for 100,000, delivery to begin in ABB 1917, two 
years after the disastrous failure of the rifle at Langemark. On 


March 80th Premier Borden asked Hieh Commissioner Pe rley 
ing the rifle, in view the prospective contract above 
So far as the correspondence shows, no r ply was received, 

On May 12th, 1916, a full year after the rifle had been dis 
carded by Gen, French, and the First division re-armed with Lee-En 
fields, Sir Max Aitken cabled Sir Sam Hughes: *‘Serious situation has 
“arisen regarding Ross rifle . . . . IT request that you will show 
“this telegram to the Prime Minister.’’ There is nothing further to 
show directly what the situation was or how serious it was. But a 
passage in a report of Sir Douglas Haig to the War Office, dated May 
28th, may be considered to throw light on it. Gen, Haig re 
ports that as a service rifle the Ross is less trustworthy than the Lee 
Enfield, and that it has not the confidence of the troops. He there 
fore recommends that the 2nd and 8rd divisions be armed with Lee

Sporting Facts and Fancies 


The way the entries have been coming in so far, and the enthusi- 
asm indicated from out-of-town points, leads to the conclusion that this 
year's bonspiel is going to exceed expectations in the number of rinks 
entered, and from present indication the first draw will see nearer sixty 
riitks start than fifty, which was the number first aimed at. Yester-

In addition to the bon- 
spiel, Banff has ice-boating, skiing, tobogganing, swimming, skating 
and sreighing. The winter c«rnival of this year « going to be a big 
event, and it is unfortunate that it should happen to clash with the 
Edmonton bonspiel; otherwise, there would be several rinks from this 
district in attendance, As it is there is some talk of two rinks of lady 
curlers making the trip to compete in the Ladies’ competition, Prince 
Eric, of Denmark, who came to Alberta some months ago for the pur- 
pose of studying dairying conditions and stock raising opportunities, 
and who was recently in Edmonton, will be one of the official judges 
at the Banff carnival, Prince Eric comes from the country where ski- 
ing is the national winter sport, and he takes a great interest in ath- 
letic events, He will be especially interested in the ski-jumping events 
and will act as judge in three of the events.

the royalty. In conclusion, I might add that Iam glad it was not Con- 
stantine who paced me at the finish of the race, for he is so treacher- 
ous I am not sure but that he might have tripped me, as there were sey- 
eral German entrants in the race,

Holland fears a German inva- 
sion.

Germany intends to possess the 
North Sea coast from Calais to 
Keil. If the Hollanders have 
any intention of seriously interfer- 
ing with the program this is their 
time to do it, when they have help, 

Ilis newspaper admirers claim 
to think it ‘‘inconceivable’’ that 


Mr. R. B. Bennett, Director of 
National Service, should have 
said that those Labor men who 


found reason to eriticize his Na- 
tional Service scheme were inspir- 
ed by German money. Ma. Ben- 
nett, who is gifted with facilities 
for expressing himself, evidently 
finds it quite conceivable that he 
said precisely that, for up-to-date 
he does not appear to have denied 
if. 

A readable report of Sunday’s 
fighting on the Somme came over 
the wires on Tuesday. This seems 
to suggest that with the disappear- 
ance of the official Canadian *‘eye- 
witness’? there has been some ar- 
rangement made for giving the 
Canadian people reasonably 
prompt and intelligible informa- 
tion as to what is going on along 
the western front. Also that the 
censor has somewhat  yecovered 
from the notion that the way to 
create popular enthusiasm in the 
war is to keep people from know- 
ing anything about it. 

Mr. Sevigny appealed to the 
electors of Dorehester, Quebee, 
with the claim that by doing no- 
thing on the naval question the 
Government had saved the money 
which the Laurier Government 
proposed to spend, — In the other 
provinees the Government bases a 
claim to eredit on the ground that 
it would have, spent imore money 
than Laurier propased to spend, 
but the Senate would not let it. It 
is idle to expect unity of purpose 
or consistency of action from any 
Government which has to make 
such contradictory appeals to two 
diametrically opposed sections of 
the public. 

Greece has officially saluted the 
Ailied flags—when it had to. 
Which recalls that a certain Mexi- 
can government was once requir- 
ed to salute a flag of another 
nation and did not do it. Wateh- 
ful waiting produced in Greece the 
same results that it produced in 
Mexico—continued chaos, The 
Mexican problem can be solved 
any time the United States feels it 
to be its duty, or to its legitimate 
jnterest, to deal with that situa- 
tion in the way the Allies have 
lately dealt with King Constantine 
and official Greece. There is not 
much prospect of the situation be- 
ing cleared up wotil that is done.

In faet, they made war 
because their choice was to accept 
that kind of ‘‘peace”’ or fight. 

Magistrate Primrose has fined 
one of the express companies for 
carrying liquor from Saskatoon 
to Edmonton without having as- 
certained whether the liquor so 
carried would be used in violation 
of the Liquor Act of Alberta.
